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George Thorn-Drury. 


* THE passing of George Thorn-Drury 1s a loss to English Literature 
which onlv those who are aware of the extent of his knowledge of 
our lesser known writers are able to appreciate. He was no mere 
collector, but a diligent student of the hooks he gathered together. 
The list of books published under his editorship 1s a small one, and 
does not by anv means represent the sum of his contribution to the 
scholarship of his dav, for out of the wealth of his learning he was 
ever ready to assist other workers in the field which was so0 much his 
own. He gave of his knowledge generously and without stint, and 
almost every living student of seventeenth-century hterature has had 
occas1on to acknowledge the valuable aid he unostentatiously gave. 
He was saturated with the spirit that filled the great collectors of the 
past—those who have done most to promote the study of English 
Literature—and 1 am sure the future will forge for hum another hnk 
in the chain which binds together such honoured names as Luttrell, 
Bindlev, Malone, Park, Bliss, Vatford and Haslewood. 


Born in. Canterbury in 1860, he was educated at King's School, 
Canterbury, and Worcester College, Oxford. Called to the Bar by 
the Inner Temple in 1885 he was made a Bencher of his Inn in 1921. 
'In 14913 he became K.C. and in 192cC Recorder of Dover. I think 
the time spent in his University days among the wonderful collection 
of books which his College possesses must have helped materially to 
implant in him the love of and for the books which he himselt slowly 
gathered together, assisted perhaps by his early ſriendship with 
Harrv Buxton Forman and Arthur H. Bullen. He began purchasing 
from myv father in or about 1885. My ſather valued his friendship 
exceedingly and held him in the highest esteem. The friendship he 
bestowed upon my father he continued to myselt, and 1it 1s with 
gratitude and in all sincerity ] record the fact—no man could have 
or wish for better friend. 

His methodical habit of jotting down every scrap of. information 
that came to his hand, and the careful preservation of the same, wall 
prove of the utmost value to future students.- His annotated and 
enlarged copies of such books as Winstanley's Lives of the Poets, 
Langbaine's Dramatick Poets, Giles Jacob's Poetical Register, Cih- 
ber's Lives of the Poets, the Poems on Aﬀairs of State and a long 
Series of the works of separate authors, contain the results of his 
labours, and form a mass of material that will rank with the Malone 
and Bliss collections already in the Bodleian, and serve as a lasting 


memorial to his memory. |
